POULTRY CULLING 
SCHOOL BE HELD 


(Robert S. Clough County Extension 
Agent.) 
The first poultry culling school 
ever held 
in Missouri will be in 
Pettis county on August 7 and 8. H. 
L. 
Shrader, 
specialist 
in 
poultry 
from the College of Agriculture, will 
be in charge of this school. 
An en­ 
rollment of fifteen is expected. Tills 
will consist of one young man from 
each of fifteen communities in the 
county, the thought benig that if 
there is one man trained in culling 
work in every community that ev­ 
eryone in the county who desires to 
have some one to cull their flock 
may secure such service. 
The first day’s work will be given 
over to handling trap nested birds. 
Mr. Shrader will send over some 
trap nested birds from three breeds. 
An effort will be made to place 
these birds according to their rec­ 
ord. 
The second day will be given 
over to general culling and applica­ 
tion of the principals developed the 
first day of the school. 
It is possible to handle only a 
limited number in a school of this 
sort, so the limit has been placed at 
fifteen. 
There is no limit, however, 
to observers. 
Anyone who cares to 
attend the school as an observer 
may do so.

ment of Premier Mussolini is strong­

to the 
conclusions

special correspondent 
whom

Daily Mail sent on 
a mission 
to 
Rome. 
The newspaper gives prominence 
to the correspondent’s report which 
fills nearly four columns and con­ 
stitutes what probably is the most 
unqualified panegyric ever bestowed 
upon the Italian premier by a for­ 
eign publication. 
The correspondent 
says, in part: 
“To enter Italy today is to enter 
the most cheerful 
land in 
Europe. 
It is the only country where hope 
abounds, where spirit and youthful 
vigor are everywhere visible and 
where there certainly has been great 
and wonderful developments.

“The next day I sent a letter to

serve, which letter in part read

follows: 
I have been notified that at a 
meeting of the Republicans held at 
Mavaguez, Porto Rico.
